New York. June 17.—Two interest­ 
ing and rarer astronomical pheno­ 
mena took place this evening, 
moon eclipsed four-fifths of the sun 
at 
Wo minutes after 7 o’clock 
the vicinity of New York and three 
hours later the 
tail 
at 
least 
of 
Brooks 
wonderful comet came into 
plain view. 
According to Edwin F. .Vaulty, 
astronomer, who observed the com­ 
et only an hour or so after it was 
discovered by Prof. Brooks on'til*j 
23. last, the tail of this comet, which 
is said to be 200,000,000 miles long. 
illuminated the Southeastern sky be­ 
tween 9 and ll o’clock. 
So tar the head has not been seen 
and it is causing the liveliest dis­ 
cussion among astronomers and oth­ 
ers. 
Tile eclipse of the sun which 
will not occur again until 1918. was 
visible as tar West as the Central 
States and along* the entire Atlantic 
coast. 


On account of cloudy weather here 
astronomers, professional and ama­ 
teur. were unable tonight to get a 
view of the promised eclipse of the 
sun or of the tail of the comet. 
The 
eclipse 
was announced 
for 
7:02 o clock, but rain began a few 
minutes before that time. Prepara­ 
tions were made at the Naval Ob­ 
servatory at Washington to obtain a 
view of the eclipse, but the meteoro­ 
logical conditions ex iled the plans.

COMET WITH LONG TAIL. 


Strange Phenomena 
Attracting 
the 


Attention of Astronomers. 


Mew York, June 17.—Two interest- 


ing and rarer astronomical pheno- 
mena toolt place this evening. The 
moon eolijpsed four-fifths of the sun 
at two minutes after 7 o'clock in 
the vicinity of 'New York and three 
hours later the 
tail 
at 
least 
of 


Brooks' wonderful comet came into 
plain view. 


(According to Edwin F. Naulty, an 


astronomer, who obS'em'etl the cotn- 
et only an hour or so after it was 
discovered by Prof. Brooks on May 
23, last, the tail of this comet, which 
is said to be 200,000,000 miles long, 
illuminated the Southeastern sky be- 
tween 9 and 11 o'clock. 


So -far the head has not 'been seen 


and it is causing the liveliest dis- 
cussion amon-g- astronomers anii oih- 
ers. 
The eclipse of the sun which 


will not occur again until 191<S, was 
visible as far West as the Central 
States and along1 the entire Atlantic 
coa&t. 


On a-ecciint ol cloudy weather here 


astronomers, professional 
and ama- 


teur, were unable tonight to get a 
view of the promised eclipse of the 
sun or of the tail of the comet. 


The eclipse 
was announced for 


7:0-2 o'clock, tmt vain began a few 
minutes before that time. Prepara- 
tions were made at the 'Naval Ob- 
servatory at Washington, to ofotain a 
view of the eclipse, but the meteoro- 
logical conditions «p6!led the plans.
